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My War Effort 

Pear Diary: 

Today I made a big contribution 
io the War Effort. I'm lo happy!! 

I lay doling in my bed this n^orn- 
ing when May called in to mc: 

"Mifs Cclc£tlnc, I've made your 
breakfast and left it out for you. 
I'll go back to bod now if you don't 
want mc." (That woman certainly 
it lazy, it was only six thirty.) 

I'm afraid I was very rude to her, 
r just grunted and rolled over. She 
called mc again, but I pretended not 
io hear her; m the went off to her 
own room. ^ 

I opened my eyes. The sun 
streamed into my room, and spread 
its golden light over my bed, mak- 
ing little pools of blackness like 
the depths of a fair maid's eyes 
wherever the coverlet bulged, form- 
ing little mountain ridges on the 
plain of the bed. (Isn't that Just 
like you read in a novel? I stretched 
out my hand and picked up my 
wristwatch and looked at it. 

Good heavens to Betsyl Eight 
thirtyll As late as all that iii 

I Jumped. I Jumped out of bed. 
into the bath, out of the bath. Into 
my clothes, and downstairs. I'll 
have to make my breakfast, I 
thought to myself, and then I re- 
membered she had made my break- 
ftst for me. Good old May. I 
thought to myself, she's not so bad 
Bfter all. 

Going into the breakfast room I 
found everything laid out on the 
table. It was fried eggs. Slowly It 
dawned upon mc. . . 

Fried Eggs!! cold, fried eggs!!! 

They lay there in .the plate, sort 
of staring at me. They were 
clammy, and little . rivulets of 
grease had run off them onto the 
plate, and had hardened, looking 
crooked and slimy, as if a snake 
had crawled over It. 

1 touched one of the eggs witn 
my fork, and ' It rebotmded, jus! 
like rubber. I prodded the big bulg- 
ing belly of one of the yolks, and 
the goo oozed sluggishly oui, just 
like I always imagined blood would 
look trickling from a wound in a 
dead man, supposing he was anemic 
enough. I stuck the prongs of the 
fork under the edge of one of the 
eggs and lifted it up.' It was stuck 
dovvTi with grease, and came away 
from the plate with a smacl<ing 
sound, like a kiss, or like a horse 
dragging Its foot out of à mudhole. 

I got up. I wouldn't cat anything 
'this morning. I didn't feel eo well. 

Then I remembered. 

Eggs are hard to get And even if 
they weren't, they shouldn't be 
■wasted in war time. I would have 
to eat them, this would be my 
contribution to the war effort. 

I sat down bravely. Courageously 
J picked up my fork and my knife 
I cut off a bit of one of the eggs, 
it came away with a little plop, I 
put it into my mouth. 

Now I know what people must 
feel like who eat snails, though I 
can't see why they do. Its clam- 
miness made my teeth grate as I 
bit it, so I only bit it once and let 
It slither down my throat, I could 
feel it land in my stomach. I felt 
Just the same as the time I found a 
bole in my apple, but no worm. 

I cut oft piece after piece and 
swallowed them valiantly. I think 
I should have got a medal for 
bravery, I did quite as much, I feel, 
as any soldier. And I missed two 
lectures, eating those eggs.

"Friedrich Nietzsche, the Man 
and his Work" will be Ihe subject 
of an address by Raymond Ayoub 
to the Philosophical Society.

Friedrich Nietzsche is 'considered 
by some to be the most revolution- 
ary and original thinker of the 
nineteenth century.

Nietzsche In recent times has 
been called the forerunner ot the 
modern theory of Naziism and it is 
In that light that he is best known, 
but the speaker wlslied it sUressed 
that nothing could be farther from 
the truth. He was one of the great- 
est opponents of patriotism and In 
his eagerness for diseoyering a 
higher ethle became vlbleni^ln his 
attacks on the existing ethIc and 
culture of his time.

Dominion Coeds to Study 
British W ar Condit ions 

Candidates Are Offered 
Scholarship8|^£300 



The British Council of which His 
Majesty the kliig is Patron and 
whose President is the Right Hon- 
ourable Lord Tyrrell of Avon, has 
announced that its Dominion Schol- 
arships, prevtousl/open to men and 
women, will for the remainder of 
the war period be open to women 
only. 

In a letter recently received at 
McGiU University from London, the 
Council states that it wishes to give 
specially qualified women graduates 
of Dominion Universities an oppor- 
tunity to study war time conditions 
in Great Britain. For this purpose 
it is offering four scholarships, of 
£300. each. The winners will also 
be given return train and ocean 
fares to Great Britain. The letter 
explains the aims ot these awards 
as follows: 

"The object of these scholarships 
Is to encourage specially qualified 
women and to give them the oppor- 
tunity to observe the organization 
in war time ot the scientific, aca- 
demic, intellectual or other spheres 
in which they are particularly in- 
terested. It is felt, for example, thai 
hitending candidates might be spe- 
cialties in Social Health, Economics. 
Surgery, Social Sciences, etc., but 
ot course the award is open to wo- 
men graduates of all faculties. The 
selected candidates should be wo- 
men, therefore, of experience and 
responsbility who should c<Hne to 
Great BriUhi with the definite ob« 
ject of studying war time condi- 
tions In respect of their own sub- 
jects which should be particularly 
connected with our war effort." 

Applications for these scholarships 
mtist reach the Register of McGill 
University bef<we the end ot Feb- 
ruary, 1043. Application forms and

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Dr. Lambe Flays 
Health Record 



Blames Authorities 
For Neglect of 
Our Manpower 

Dr. Lambe /lirector of Physical 
Education here at McGill, charged 
the National Health Department 
with 'gross negligence In protect- 
ing the country's human resources' 
in an address to the Lion's Club. 

Dr. Lambe placed the blame for 
carelessness, waste and indiffereacc 
on the federal authorities, and 
claimed that there was no co-ordin- 
ation among the various health or- 
ganizations. He stressed the fact 
that 'it our man-power fails, then 
all ebe fails.' • 

In citing health sUtistics. he 
pointed out the high sick record ot 
the province of Quebec. Tubercu- 
losis and infant mortality take an 
enormous toll of the deaths here. 
The poor record of health that has 
been revealed at recruiting stations, 
and Increasing Juvenile delinquency 
during the past few years show a 
crying need for proper health su- 
pervision in the schools. 

"Before any post-war reforms 
can be effective a strong, healthy 
nation is needed," he concluded. 




SCM Has Discussion 
On New Social Ideas

Scholarships

Of Application 

A number ot scholarships tor 
study in schools and universities in 
Canada will again be offered for 
the 1043-44 session by the Leonard 
Foundation. 

The Scholarships are open to men 
and women. A student to be eligible 
must be "a British subject, of the 
white race, of the Christian RpH 
gion in its Protestant form, and of 
the full age of- 14 years." 

A scholarship is not intended to 
defray all the expcncs ot a student's 
education, but to assist. the parent 
or guardian in enabling the student 
to enter any of the selected col- 
leges or universities or to continue 
his or her education. Preference In 
the selection of students will be 
given to the sons and daughters 
respectively ot the following classes 
or descriptions ot persons, regard 
less of the order of priority in 
which they are designated: Clergr 
man. School teachers, officers, 
non - commissioned officers and 
men, whether active or retired, who 
have served in His Majesty's mill 
tary, naval, or air torce, graduates 
ot the Royal Military College of 
Canada, members of the Mining 
Metallurgical Institute of Canada. 

The University Is wiUhig to en- 
dorse and forward with Its recom 
mendation applications of any can 
didates who may wish to apply 
through the University and are ap- 
proved by it. Such conditions must 
make their applications on forms 
to be obtained from the Registrar's 
offico and retiirn these to the 
Registrar on or before the 15th ot 
February.

Walter Hyland, Former 
R.V.C. Hall-Porter, Dies

A member ot the War 
Council stated that, as part of their . 
effort, McGIll students should try' 
to help in this > work as much -ss. 
they possibly can. 

All kinds of books will be ac- 
cepted. Technical books, especially, 
are in great demand, many people 
serving in the armed forces passed 
up a college education in order to 
do so, and arc constantly request- , 
ing books of this nature. Fictional 
books, ot course are also much . 
needed 

The University of Toronto recent- 
ly held a similar book collection, 
called '"the Book Harvest", Over - 
two tons of books were contributed, 
and sent to military camps through^ 
out the country. . United States col- 
leges are also co-operating in a 
"1943 Victory Book Campaign." 

The books and magazines collect- 
ed will be distributed in various 
ways. Some will be sent to hos- 
pitals and training centres in Can- 
ada; others will be sent to camps' 
overseas— lo Great Britain, Egypt 
and West Africa, Labrador, Iceland, 
and Newfoundland. Those books' 
which aro not 'suitable to send to-, 
the forces will be given to charit-- 
able organizations. Some ot these ^ 
have been given to Dr. Lomcr ot 
the Redpath Library to be sent to 
Great Britain after the 'war to re- '

It must be patent that, even as we can 
not forego architects, dentists, and scieu' 
tists, so we cannot possibly do without our 
teachers, our economics, our mathemati- 
cians. Certainly we stand in great need of 
social science workers, not only now, that 
the war is on and many homes are die 
rupted, but also when the war is over and 
the necessity of piecing those homes to- 
gether and establishing them in a commun 
ity crises. 

We have talked long and loudly about 
the new world wliich will arise after this 
war is done. ,Wc must have a foundation 
on which to build it; we can obtain that 
foundation nowhere but from the study of 
the old worid which has been, its ifailures, its 
disappointment*, its excellencies. For this 
reason alone we should: be justified in not 
only maintaining, bW'êvcn enlarging our 
Arts Faculty in time of war,

Hollywood's version or "In This Our Lite" 
runs "the gamut of emotion" trom A to T, 
abundance to too much. 

Based on Ellen Glasgow's best seller, It Is 
the story of a young spit-iire, Stanley Timber 
lake, whose search for happiness destroys the 
happiness of those with whom she has contact 
Her passion is uncontrolable, her energy In 
destructible. Though she, more than anyone 
else realizes Uie consequence of her actions, she 
seems unable to act differently. 

Stanley first runs away with her sister's 
husband. Their married life is a series of 
fights and reconciliations. When he dies she 
returns home to creat strain in the romance

Parry Clay, a negro employée. Is accused of 
killing a baby and Injuring the tnother.- He b 
brought up for chargea on the crime Stanley 
committed. What evolves releases the family's 
pent up tensions. 

Some of you who will see this picture will 
enjoy Bette Davis* fiery portrayal of Stanley. 
But this reviewer thinlu it was badly overdone. 
Lilce some of her oUier characterizations, the 
manages to tear through this part with a mini- 
mum of subtlety and maximum of overwrought 
geilures. As usual her facial portrayals are 
excellent. Olivia de Hovlland, as her sister 
Roy, is convincing and subdued. Dennis Morgan 
and George Brent share honoura for adequate 
and well drawn interpretations. And mention 
must be made here 'of Charles Cofaum and 
Frank Craven, both of whom gave finished per- 
formances. 

In general, "In This Our Life" will provide 
some fine entertainment and keep the audience 
on the edge of the chairs for an evening.

PRIDE OF THE YANKEES 
AT LOEWS 
The "Pride Of The Yankees" is not a base- 
ball alory, but a tribute to^one of the most in» 
spiring characters of modern times, and to the 
game In which it was possible for him to rise 
to the heights of a national hero. Lou Gehrig's 
records speak for themselves, but this movie of 
his life as a man, a modest home-loving man, 
shows why he was worthy of alf the praise that 
has been given him. 

His exemplary behaviour in the light of all 
his fame, his courage right to the end, and the 
fact that such a man was one of the all-time 
heroes of Americana national pastime, combine 
to make the story of his life universally ap- 
pealing. The fact that this Is aU attractively 
and vividly displayed on the screen, makes the 
movie of his life an inspiring presentation. ' 

All Uic drama of his life finds a place In the 
picture, and the significance of the Individual 
Incidents is very subtly portrayed. He was fond 
of tussling with bis wife, but waa strong as an 
ox, and she didn't have à chance. But the 
simple occasion late In his life, where Mrs. 
Gehrig managed to pin Lou, brought to his at- 
tention hi« waining strength— it marked the 
beginning the end of aU his hopes. AH the 
pathos fhown by the facial expressions of the 
proUgonisU. played by Garry Cooper and 
Teresa Wright, in those few moments Is a great 
credit to the movie technique: 

Other factors In his life are well blended to 
give the picture a complete scope. His loving 
wife, who shared his life, shares the spotlight 
in the picture, and Teresa Wright's portrayal 
of the part Is superb. There^is the Influence 
of Bill Dickey, periennial Yankee catcher taking 
his own part, who did his best to keep Gehrig's 
attention away from his disability. The uni- 
versal excitement of a world series game ap- 
peairs in the movie, but it fits into the coherent 
atory, as do all the other refetenees to Lou's 
basebaU career. ■ ■ -, 

Tht acting Js superb, and although G«rry 
Cooper wai not made up with the same care 
as Pat O'Brien, for the tatter's portrayal of 
Knute Rockne, his facial ' expressions bear a 
startling resemblance to the late baseball star, 
and he really seems to have learned to hit the 
ball like a wt^^ Babe' Ruth plays hU own 
part as tholllainour boy of Uie Yankees, but 
his much-dlscusscd home-run was quite Incon- 
sequential. The most remarkable part of the 
picture, la the technical work in compiling the 
story, and giving the proper Importanee to each 
•vent, and the tactful npieeantatlon of the 
dramaUe momentsi '

Naturally the stricken male goes quickly to 
the dogs. He finds himself a back number 
without the accessory of 'shapely Grabic on the 
stagcMessrs. Blckle and Brown offer him a 
sizable contract to retrieve, the. offended Vicky, 
but he don't wanna. However, when Ritchie 
gets himself about six sheets to the wind, he 
hires a Harvard man Edward Everett Horton as 
a valet. Carmen Miranda as a Secretary, (along 
with her six Mexican brothers), an takes off 
after Grable. 

At an ordinarily peaceful Chateau Lake 
Louise, a Hollywood crowd listens to Harry 
James swing through "I had the Craziest 
Dream", and "You made Mc Love You". James 
does some fine work on his famous trumpet. 
The show would have been improved with 
more of it Ritchie's/new secretary, Rosita 
Murphy, (Miranda), turns out to be quite a 
dancer In her own right Wearing clothes col 
oured like a- nauseated rainbow, she contorts 
her way through several numbers. 

Meanwhile Ritchie tries to entice Vicky 
back to New York, first by making her Jealous 
of secretary Murphy, then by more open 'per-' 
suasion. Vicky, knowing that she, still loves 
her wolf-like Ritchie, refuses to break down 

In a rather hammy scene in which Romeo 
throws the slush and gush all around the room 
Vicky gives him back his engagement ring and 
takes Ritchie's. Everybody is almost happy, 
except that Messrs. Blckle and Brown have 
l>ecome much fed up, and refuse to sponsor a 
new show on Broadway. Ihe critical situation 
is saved when E. E. Horton lends his unlimited 
financial assistance. This latter character ends 
up by turning away from his twenty years at 
college to become a' chorus boy. The final 
lavish musicale in New York ehiblts Grabic 
at her best. 

Barring Harry James' music and Grable's 
dancing, the show is not overdosed with acting 
talent The trivial plot is covered up by a 
much over-glamorized Lake Louise, and by 
Grable's appearance. - . 

Springtime In the Rockies is good entertain' 
ment for those who want to rest their very 
fatigued minds. Not much brainpower or 
humour is required to follow the play. t)n the 
whole, Just another one of those shows. 

The program is filled out with an Illogical 
crime play called "Just Off Broadway." Jury- 
man- Uoyd Nolan turns aleuth gnd solves the 
murder in a most unesqiected and impossible 
fashion. Hie plot 'is a bit deeper than in the 
featured attraction.

QUEENS STUDENTS IN FAVOR 
OF WARUME ARTS COURSE 

Every student at* Queen's, accord 
Ing to the third Journal Student 
Opinibn Poll, thinks that the uni 
versltlcs should be allowed to re- 
main open in wartime. The poll 
also disclosed that only four per 
cent of Queen's students favor the 
complete abolition of the Arts facul 
ty,, whiie;elght\perj^cent|leel^ 
Arts 'should be~allowi^^'t6'**rema'in 
unrestricted. 'Eighty-eight per cent, 
think Arts' should be restricted. 
Most students feel that only A-1 
students should .be allovved to take 
Arts, that^certaln non-essential sub 
Jecta^ishouId^èj|^|ra^ from the 
curricùlum?''^Somc said that only 
scientific courses should be allowed 
In Arts^, Eighty per cent, of Science, 
80 per cent of Mcds and 91 per cent 
of Levana thinlc Arts should be re 
stricted. Sixteen per cent of Science 
and 0 per cent of Mcds think Arts 
should be completely unrestricted. 
New Courses. 

(Curses . such as Russian, Post- 
war Reconstruction, Portuguese, 
and Home Economics should be 
taught in the Arts faculty accord- 
ing to S6 per cent of the students 
Sixty per cent, are in favor of abo, 
llshing Latin and Spanish, and per- 
haps German, from the curriculum. 
Almost 100 per cent think Latin 
shouldn't be compulsory anyway. 
Levana and Science are most in 
favor of these changes, while Meds 
and Arts are almost equally for and 
against 
War Effort 

"Should there be an t° organized 
campus war effort?" was one of the 
seven questions asked by the Inter- 
viewers. Ninety-two per cent of 
the'studenia say "Yes", while eight 
per cent say "No" or make no com- 
ment. The general concensus was 
that the war effort should be on a 
completely faculty basis, while 
about 30 per cent feel that Queens 
should have a War Aid Commlfsion 
with faculty representatives. Le- 
vana and Arts are 100 per cent In 
favor of a university war effort 
while 10 per cent of Science and 21 
per cent pi Meds think no organ- 
ized contribution should be' made. 
C.O.T.O. 

Seventy-three percent of students 
at Queens say that the present 
C.O.T.C. program is not satisfactory. 
Most of them feel that the course 
is too full of needless repetition to 
be interesting or helpful Others 
say that the right things are not 
stressed, and that it Is too much 
like a High School cadet course. 
The general feeling however la that 
C.O.T.C. officials are 'striving hard 
to malce the course Interesting and 
that It Is probably at good' as It 
could be under difficult circum 
stances. Ninety-one percent of 
Science do not like the C.O.T.C. as 
it is, while 64 percent of the Meds 
do. ■ ■■ ■ . 

Levana should take compulsory 
military, somewhat along the lines 
of the C.W.A.C., is the opinion of 
seventy percent of Queens students. 
At least they should take six or 
seven hours every week .of some 
course which would help fit them 
for a valuable role In the war effort 
when they graduate. Thirty percent 
say that the girls are doing enough 
as it is. Ninety percent of Levana 
think they should tako training. 
The Student Poll 
While every student at Queen's 
is not— or cannot be— Interviewed 
by the Journal questioners, the re- 
sults of any Journal Student Opin- 
ion poll can bo taken as the fairly 
accurate opinion of the entire stu- 
dent body. Numbers of students 
from each faculty are Interviewed, 
with more Science students— be- 
cause of the size of the faculty- 
being Interviewed than students 
from any other faculty. Similarly 
fewer Medical and Levana students 
are Interviewed than Arts students. 
The Journal poll In short Is con- 
ducted along the same lines as the 
Gallup poll which is noted for its 
accuracy In reflecting public opin- 
ion. , ; •

AMERICAN STUDENTS GIVEN 
RENT OEniNOS 

Washington, D.C^-5tudcnls' living 
in rooming houses, fraternity houses 
or commercially-operated dormi- 
tories which arc located within cer- 
tain "defense rental areas" arc en- 
Utled to the benefit of the OPA 
ceiling on renia, the Office of Price 
Administration announced. 

They cannot be charged a higher 
rent than they paid in the 30 days 
prior Jio the maximum rental date 
established for their area by OPA 
—a date which varie* according to 
area and stretdies as far back as 
Jan. 1, 1941. This applies to rooming 
houses In 13S out of nearly 40a "de- 
fence rental areas" subject to over- 
all rent control. 

Under/t)PA regulations, the land- 
lord is obligated to provide the 
same services, sheets, towels, and 
soap, for example, as he did In the 
30-day period without additionai 
charge. If he supplied board along 
with room and charged a lump sum, 
he is now obliged to render separ- 
ate accounts so that the rental fig- 
ure may not be disguised. The price 
of meals does not come under the 
ceiling. If he rented a room to only 
one person in the base period, he 
cannot place another in the roOm 
without reducing the rent of the 
first occupant 

Students living In college-owned 
or operated dormitories do not eomo 
under the rent ceiling, according to 
present regulations although OPA 
has the authority to include Uiem 
if it is deemed vital to the general 
rent control program.

Redmen for First Place 

Hale, Blair, Ward, Score McGill 
Goals, Gruhn Paces RCÂF 
To Victory

The R.C.A.F. Spitfires defeated tlie McGill Redmen in the 
second game of the National Defence League on Friday night by 
the scoVc of 4-3. The collegians were at full strength for this game 
while the Airmen were playing without the services of their lead- 
ing scorer, Pat Dcsbiens. Herman Gruhn took over his spot on 
the lino with Emberg and Planche and accounted for two of the 
Flyers' goals and assisted in the other two. . 
The llrst period started off very» 



clow and for the Xlrst three minutes 
ol play, neither side had a shot on 
goal. From this point on the Air- 
men took command of the play and 
except for two lone rushes by Mac- 
Bonald Itcpt the pucic in the McGill 
. end of the rink. Ross Ritchie made 
a beautiful stop at the five minute 
marie when Gruhn was In alone 
with nobody but Ritchie to beat 
!rhe McGiUians seemed to be.lacic- 
Ing spirit and conUnued to sit back 
end wait for the breaks. 

.GRUHN SCORES 

Ward was doins most of the puck 
carrying for the Redman but never 
•eemed to be able to eel up a clean 
Bhot for his forwards. At the ten 
minute mark Gruhn broke away by 
himself, ouUkatcd the defence 
coasted in on Ritchie and beat him 
cleanly with a hard knee-high shot 
to the far right-hand comer. 

The collegians began to attack 
but never seemed to be able to get 
organized and therefore most of 
their attacks ended up as one man 
rushes which never got past the 
Flyers rearguard or else were foiled 
by some brilliant goallng on the 
part of Gagnon In the Airmen's 
goals. In the last minute of the 
itirst period, Gruhn took the puck 
at centre, passed to Emberg who 
carried the rubber past the Mc- 
GiUians' defence and set up a per- 
fect pass to Planche, who flicked 
the puck past Ritchie,. ^ 

The second period opened up the 
same way as the first and after 
three minutes of play; Gruhn again 
scored on a pass from Emberg. The 
Bedmen led by Farmer and Costl- 
ean tried to come back but were 
lolled by Gagnon and the Flyers 
rearguard. At the eight minute 
mark Emberg took a pass from 
Gruhn and put the Airmen ahead 
3-0- 

HALE SCORES 

The big Red team began to come 
to life and one minute later Hale 
put the collegians back into the 
game when he beat Gagnon with a 
hard shot from the left hand comer 
after taking a pass from Lockwood. 
The Red men continued to press the 
play "for the remaining six minutes 
of the period but were foiled time 
and. again by backchecking of the 
'Airmen and their own Inability to 
■ct up passes In front of the net. 

The third 'period saw McGlll 
continuing to mill around the Fly- 
ers goal mouth and after three and 
a haU minutes of play 'In this 
period, Blair took' a pass from Cos- 
tlgnan at the Airmen's goal and put 
a hard shot passed Gagnon to cut 
the Flyers* lead to two goals.

Pride of the Yankeei 
^Dramatizes Beloved 
Baiehdl Figure

This Is the dramatic story of a 
poor German immigrant's son who 
became one of America's most be 
loved and respected sports figures, 
the story of Lou Gehrig. It Is the 
heart-rending drama of a man who 
would not quit, who overcame 
many seemingly insurmountable 
obstacles In his meteoric rise to 
fame and fortune, the epic of the 
"Pride of the Yankees." The film 
is a moving tribute to a great man 

Gehrig was, bom and raised in 
New York, and even in his early 
years showed great talent for hit 
ting. When he had graduated from 
the High School of Conunerce, 
where he got his start in organized 
ball, he would have been glad of 
the opportunity of playing profes 
sionai, but on the insistence of his 
mother, who wanted him to become 
an engineer, he went to Columbia. 
Here, he starred for the baseball 
and football teams, while working 
his way through college. He refus 
ed several offers from baseball 
scouts, but when his mother became 
seriously ill, he signed with the 
New York Yankees, In order to get 
the money to pa^ her hospital ex- 
penses. 

He began his career at Hartford, 
but was soon recalled by the parent 
Yankee club. He sat on the bench 
for a while until one day he went 
In to bat for the injured WaUy 
Fipp. From that day until the fate- 
ful day In May, ISSB. Gehrig was 
never out of the lineup, playing 
2,130 consecutive games, many of 
them while hurt or sick. • This 
streak earned for htm the fond 
nickname of the "Iron Man". DuT' 
ing the 14 years that he played 
those games, Lou amassed many 
records, some of which 'still stand, 
and he was a main factor In the 
Yankees* "Murderers Row", so call 
ed because of their ability to hit 
home runs and break up ball games. 
Not only was he a great hitter, but 
he wAs one of the best fielding 
first basemen In baseball history, 
Uiis although he was, at first awk 
ward and clumsy. It was only by 
sheer hard work that he overcame 
these obstacles and enabled himself 
to be the fine fielder that he was, 

Entwined with the baseball story 
is.the beautiful love story of Gehrig 
and his wife, Eleanor, who, was his 
greatest fan, and loving companion 
during his career and his fatal ill 
ness. Their married life ,was an 
ideal which may serve as an tx- 
ample of perfect American domes* 
ticity. 

Then, in the prime of hit life, and 
at the crest of his career, Lou 
Gehrig was struck with infantile 
paralysis. The poignant scenes 
when he first discovers ,that all is 
not well with himaeU, it poweifully 
depicted in tlie movie. . Hit inability 
to hit, the stiflhess in bis muKles, 
and the time when he fell off hit 
chair while trying to untie his shoe 
laces after a game, made him real 
Ize, that, for the good of the team, 
he mutt take himself out of the 
lineup, and on May 2, 1039, at Se

; McGlll is now the proud possessor of the Yatea Trophy. Ever 
hear of it? Perhaps not, but the Yates Trophy is a forty-year-old 
oup which Is emblematic of the Intercollegiate Football Champion- 
ship. 

It is fitting thaat the trophy return to its Alma Mater, because 
Dr. H. B. Yates, the donor of the trophy, was a McGlll alumnus. Dr. 
Yaes took a roundabout' course before coming to McQiU. From- 
Ontario, wher e^he l W M ^ born. he went to England, where he attended 
public shooâ''an<lTlîltw^Cànibridgei ^tèr obtaining his Bachelor of 
Arts degree he decided that Medicine was the thing and McGlll, of 
course, was the 'place to study it. Dr. Yates always took a keen In- 
terest In athletics, and while at McGlll starred with the football 
teams of circa 1890 vintage, captaining the team for one year. 

^Dr. Yates, graduated In '93, and, after acting as demonstrator in 
the Medical Faculty, devoted his time chiefly to Interests of a busi- 
ness character. When the Senior Intercollegiate League was 
organized in 1898, he donated the cup. 

Dr. Yates went overseas in 1914 with the McGill Hospital as sn 
adjutant. Ho was a brilliant soldier, but developed bronchitis and 
did not live to see the termination of the war. 

The trophy which the doctor donated Is said' to be of beautiful 
workmanship, but it hasn't visited around these parts for so many 
long years that few, if any, remember what it looks like. At long 
last It has returned and ail will havo the pleasure of seeing it on dis- 
play at the Union when it is shipped down from Kingston. When it 
gets here. It should serve to remind us for a year at least of the great 
big Red team that brought it back. i
